Brad Lackey won the July 2 500cc 
British Grand Prix at Farleigh Castle, 
shaving a few points off Heikki 
Mikkola's 500cc World Championship 
MX Series points lead. Lackey piloted 
the Bill Buchka-tuned RC450 Honda 
to a second placing in the first moto 
behind Mikkola, then won the second 
round as Mikkola’s Yamaha rolled in 
third. Third overall went to British 
Honda rider Graham Noyce. Mikkola 
now holds a 32-point advantage over 
Lackey — 222 to 190 — while Suzuki's 
Roger DeCoster trails a distant third 
with 128. DeCoster fell in the opening 
moto in England, then placed sixth in 
the second race. DeCoster’s teammate 
Gerrit Wolsink finished a 4-4 fourth 
overall, Maico's Herbert Schmitz 
scored a 3-7 fifth. 


Suzuki's newest GP rider 
Dutchman Wil Hartog won the 
July 2 500cc World Championship 


Road Race Series event on 
Belgium’s Spa circuit ahead of 
Yamaha's Kenny Roberts. Roberts 
still maintains a sizable series lead 
— 81 to 67 — over Suzuki's Barry 
Sheene who finished third at Spa. 
Pat Hennen’s 51-point tally still 
holds third. Hartog is fourth with 
38 points; Johnny Cecotto holds 
fifth with 35. 


If he’s elected, Republican candidate 
for the California State Assembly Bob 
Hayes says that his first act will be to 
introduce a bill to give motorists a 
choice when ‘they buy personalized 
license plates. They'll be able to check 
whether they want the extra fee to go 
to “ecology” projects or into the ORV 
fund. 


Two amendments to the AMA 
Code of Regulations were 
approved at a June 24 special 


meeting of Class B members. The 
first change involves restructuring 
the AMA Board of Trustees. At 
present, there are three Class A 
members — one of them former 
AMA President ‘Bob Rudolph — 
and 10 Class B members. The new 
structure will provide for six 
Trustees elected by Class A 
members, six elected by Class B 
members and one ex-officio 
(former President) Trustee. The 
second amendment establishes a 
new AMA Congress structure 
where four delegates will be 
elected by the AMA chartered 
clubs in each district. Two 
delegates will be in a Road Riding 
Division, two in an Off-Road Riding 
Division. The'll serve two-year 
terms. 


Incorrect instant information in the 
form of Coca-Cola Superbowl of 
Motocross VII results picked up at the 
L.A. Coliseum immediately after the 
race*had Florida's Monte McCoy in 
seventh place. “Actually, 
finished 22nd. according to an 
American Motorcyclist Association 
press release. That puts Tommy Croft 
in seventh and moves everyone else 
below him up one notch in the results 
column. 


Me! Parkhurst, AMA Professional 
Competition Manager, was 
handed his walking papers by 
AMA Professional Competition 
Commissioner Doug Mockett on 
Thursday, June 29. The position 
will reportedly be filled by Bill 
Boyce, who had been serving as 
Special Assistant to the 
Commissioner for nearly a year. 
Reached via phone at his Ohio 
home, Parkhurst said, “The move 
by Mockett came as a complete 
surprise to me.” Parkhurst, who 
was well liked by the majority of 
the riders who compete on the 
Camel Pro Series circuit, was 
reportedly a victim of budget 
problems in the pro racing 
department. 


Although reports indicated that the 
AMA pro racing department is over 
$125,000 in the red, sources say that 
there were other “reasons” for 
Mockett's firing of Parkhurst. They 
are reported to include Mockett’s 
dissatisfaction with Parkhurst’s office 
work (Mockett spends over 90% of his 
time operating out of a southern 
California office and very little time in 
Westerville, OH), that Parkhurst was 
looking for another job (“My company 
doesn’t fire people who are looking for 
a job to better themselves,” said one 
person. “If every company. fired 
everyone who was looking for a better 
job, there wouldn't be anyone 
working.”), and that Parkhurst didn’t 
place a contingency sponsor’s banner 
in the right place at a race. Mockett 
was unavailable for comment as Cycle 
News went to press on Monday, July 3. 


At the AMA Camel Pro Series race 
at San Jose, rider reaction to 
Parkhurst’s dismissal was 
extremely negative. “Mel was the 
only guy who listened to the 
riders,” said National Champ Jay 
Springsteen. Some riders felt 
Mockett should have been given 
the heave-ho, and some riders 
were discussing circulating a 
petition calling for Parkhurst's 
reinstatement. 


At the San Jose riders’ meeting, Bill 
Boyce said that all 14 riders who were 
given urine tests for possible use of 
drugs after the Columbus National 
were “clean,” that all tests were 
“negative.”

Johnson (390 Hus) and new team 
KTM rider Kevin Davis, first 250. 
Full details next week. 


Correspondent Maureen Lee, whose 
Ascot half mile coverage is on page 22, 
noted the appearance — and success 
— of Montana Novice Todd Giesick, 
who finished third in the Novice main. 
Maureen recalled that the last Novice 
to come to Ascot from Montana didn’t 
go that fast, but went on to make a 
living jumping cars and canyons. 


Steve Morehead, who finished 
third at the AMA Camel Pro Series 
half mile at San Jose, was riding 
Doug Sehl's bike with Doug doing 
the tuning. Sehl, on the mend from 
an ankle injury, expects to return 
to . competition in about three 
weeks on the Sehlachi-sponsored 
Harley. 


Sehl's bike, by the way, features 
Mikuni carburetors. Sehlachi makes a 
two-stroke carb and is developing a 
four-stroke model. 


Steve Eklund, winner of three 
straight in the Camel Pro Series, 
and all the TTs held to date, will be 
Yamaha 750 mounted at Castle 
Rock and Ascot. His two previous 
_TT victories have come on his 
Yamaha TT500. 


In the San Jose opening ceremonies, 
Mike Vancil of American Sports Co. , 
gave Harley-Davidson, Racing’ Team 
Manager Dick O'Brian a helmet iñ H- 
D team colors emblazoned with the 
names of all the riders who won 
National Championships _ under 
O’Brian’s direction.

AMA response to GNC “ripoff” 


As posed by a letter in the Voices 
section of your June 28, 1978, issue 
about “GNC Ripoff:” “Why does the 
AMA allow the follow on leaching of 
Amateur riders?” 

First of all, the Amateur race held 
in the L.A. Coliseum on June 26, 
1978, was not AMA sanctioned! 

The AMA has tried to work with 
Mr. Jerry Surber (GNC) since he 








contacted us in 1975. However, we 
could not agree with his policies, ie. 
entry fee, participant fee, computer 
fee, qualifier fee, etc. (The letter states 
L.A, Coliseum totaled $77.) We have 
not been able to arrive at a satisfactory 
arrangement with Mr. Surber, which 
would provide a mutually beneficial 
relationship for all concerned. 


One of our primary purposes is to 
sanction activity for our members, 
with new programs being developed 
on an on-going basis to achieve this 
purpose. One of the programs 
developed was the indoor AMA 
Amateur MX, which we sanctioned in 
Pontiac and Pittsburgh with very good 
results. 

The cost to the AMA rider in the 
Pontiac Silverdome race was $20. This 
included: 1.) the fee to ride a qualifier 
on March 26; 2.) Pro Supercross ticket 
for April 1; 3.) Pro Supercross ticket 
for April 2; 4.) Amateur Stadium 
entry for April 2; 5.) Amateur 
Mechanic’s ticket for April 2. 

The AMA-sanctioned Pittsburgh 
Three Rivers Stadium race, cost the 
AMA Amateur rider $20. This 
included: 1.) Pro Supercross ticket for 
May 13; 2.) Amateur Stadium entry 
for May 14; 3.) Amateur Mechanic’s 
ticket for May 14. Also, any rider who 
entered the Pontiac race was entered 
free of charge at the Pittsburgh race. 

It should be noted that AMA 
membership is required at all AMA 
sanctioned meets. This $12 
membership fee is good for one year, 
and includes all of the following 
benefits: 

1.) Monthly copies of American 
Motorcyclist Magazine. 

2.) $2,000 Accidental Death & 
Dismemberment Coverage. 

$.) Participation rights in any of the 
1,000 road meets. 

4.) Participation rights in any of the 
7,000 amateur meets and semi- 
professional meets. 

5.) And many other benefits too 
numerous to list here. 

Sure it costs a lot to put on meets of 
this magnitude, but it doesn’t have to 
cost that much!

Oxley’s OK! 


After reading the “Anti-Oxley senti- 
ments” letter, I felt that it was time 
that I sent in my feelings to Cycle 
News. I'll start at the top and work my 
way through Ms. Scheffers’ letter. 

First, she asks, what is the matter 
with speedway riders? My answer to 
that question is nothing, if they're 
riders. The riders are at Costa Mesa. 
The others that are running at Santa 
Ana are the same bunch of clowns that 
were on strike last year and limited 
their riding to Bakersfield! I feel that 
the riders that continued at Costa 
Mesa, Ventura, Irwindale and San 
Berdoo last season were real racers. 
They knew that the men who made it 
all possible for them in the first place 
were Oxley and Jack Milne. Oh sure, a 
few others tried several years before to 
“revive” speedway, but it took the 
smart thinking of Harry and a couple 
of others to put it together. 

Next on thelist is “failure to provide 
proper security and crowd control.” If 
she could see how things are run from 
the office out, she would know that 
this is one of the most stupid remarks 
yet. That track is tight compared to 
other promotions. 

I don’t know what Mr. Oxley has 
done in the past about free passes, but 
when I was the promoter at 
Bakersfield he told me to “give away a 
few passes...it's better to have a full 
grandstand than an empty one.” Ask 
any promoter, and they will tell you 
the same thing. 


She said that since Mr. Kossuth runs 
on Saturday night and Mr. -Oxley 
runs on Fridays, there appeared to be 
no conflict. Wrong again! Several 
years ago I was on the Board of 
Directors of the SRA, and we made a 
rule which stated how close a new 
promoter could hold races to an 
existing track. Why should a. new 
promoter be allowed to move into the 
area that another promoter is in. They 
would be moving into an area that the 
other man has worked hard to build 
up, therefore trying to take over a 
“built-in crowd.” That's just plain bad 
business. Don’t you think that Aggie 
would be a- little -upset if some 
promoter tried to open a track just like 
Ascot right across the street from him? 


She said that-the competition is 
willing to meet the rider’s demands. If 
that is the case, how long do you think 
that they will stay in business? 
Bakersfield is a good example. They 
offered the riders 40% last year, and 
now that track is history. It just can’t 
be done! 

The question was asked, has 
anybody bothered to check Mr. 
Oxley’s income from last year? I have 
been at several SRA and NSL 
meetings where Harry has offered to 
open his books to any of the riders that 
will take the time to come to his office. 
You know what the problem is; most 
of them wouldn’t know what they were 
looking at, anyway! 

We have worked for many years 
getting the insurance to where it is 
now. Before the riders had almost 
nothing, and with the amount of 
accidents in the past couple of years 
the riders are lucky that any insurance 
company will touch them at all. Only 
steady work by men like Mr. Oxley has 
kept as good coverage as the riders 
now have. 

You, Ms. Scheffers, are on the 
outside looking in. With the 
statements that you made in your 
letter, I can tell who you have looking 
over your shoulder. Now is the time to 
check your facts and get smart! 
Without the hard work of Mr. Oxley 
and Jack Milne, we wouldn't have 
Speedway. Be thankful that we do!

Last lap pass 
makes it 
threeina 
row for new 
series point 
leader 
Eklund

SAN JOSE, CA, JULY 1 

Steve Eklund pushed his Zanotti Enterprises- 
sponsored Harley-Davidson around the outside 
of Garth Brow in an electrifying pass through 
turns three and four of the last lap to win the 











20-lap Hoy Odom Memorial 
half mile at the Santa Clara 
County Fairgrounds in the Ameri- 
can Motorcyclist Association 
Grand National Championship/Camel 
Pro Series. 

Coming into this race, the final one 
in the $25,000 first leg of the Camel 
Pro series, defending National Champ 
Jay Springsteen led Eklund by eight 
points. Springsteen finished fourth, 
and gave up the point lead to Eklund, 
147-146. 

The one point meant $4,000 to 
Eklund, who took the. first place award 
of $8,000 to Springer’s four grand. 
The monies will be awarded to the top 
10 riders at the July 22 night mile at 
Sacramento. 

Finishing behind Eklund’s Tom 
Hasler-tuned XR and the Klotz/Wiseco 
Harley of Brow were Steve Morehead, 
Springsteen, Ted Boody, Hank Scott, 
Alex Jorgensen, rookie Jim Mertens, 
Scott Pearson and Gary Scott. 

Mike Kidd, who won the event a 
year ago, did not make the National 
and had to settle for a trophy race win. 
Kidd was beaten in the first semi when 
Mertens pulled a last lap pass identical 
to the one Eklund used in the 
National. 

Time trials 

Four riders broke Springsteen's one 
lap record of 26.14, led by Steve Eklund 
at 25.78. Garth Brow put his Mert 
Lawwill-tuned bike around the track 
less than a heartbeat slower at 25.92. 
Hank Scott (Carl Patrick H-D) and 
Alex Jorgensen (Ron Wood Nor) were 
also under the record at 26.096 and 
26.132 respectively. The cut-off time 
for the 48-rider field was 27.402. 
Heats 

Harley factory rider Ted Boody and 


Gary Scott (KK Supply H-D) got the 
jump in the first heat. However, 
Eklund came roaring around the 
outside of turn two past Scott and 
started to put the pressure on Boody. 
Boody's lead lasted another lap, then 
Eklund took over in turn three and led 
to the flag. At first, Boody and Scott 
hung close, but Eklund started pulling 
away and finished with a healthy lead. 
Scott passed Boody on the third lap 
and they finished in that order. 
Behind the three National-bound 
riders, Jim Mertens (BOSS Frames H- 
D) edged Pat Marinacci (Torco Oil 
Tri) for fourth with a late-lap pass. 

In the second heat, Bill Schaefer 
(Schaefer's H-D/Bel-Ray H-D), Mike 
Kidd (H-D), and Garth Brow led the 
pack into turn one. Brow came out on 
top and led all the way, finishing the 
10 laps in four minutes and 22.99 
seconds, while the next fastest heat 
winner (Hank Scott) had a 4:25.04 
clocking. Veteran Chuck Palmgren 
(Dan Gurney H-D) had a poor start 
but moved up quickly to trail a three- 
man fight for second between Steve 
Morehead (Doug Sehl tuned K&K 
Insurance/KK Supply/Sehlachi H-D), 
Schaefer and Mike Kidd. While no 
one got more than a couple of bikes 
ahead or behind, it ended up with 
Morehead (who was riding Sehl’s bike) 
and Schaefer following Brow (who had 
a huge lead) into the National. 

Self-sponsored Bobby Sanders, a 
recognized fast starter, started fast in 
the third heat. Going off the groove in 
turns three and four cost Sanders two 
positions, which he gave up to Scott 
Pearson (Harley-Davidson West H-D) 
and Hank Scott. Pearson led for the 
first eight laps before Scott got around 
him in the second turn. Behind them 
was high drama that went down to the 


finish. Sanders held third, but Randy 
Goss (Wiseco/ Klotz H-D) was hot after 
him. As they took the white flag, Goss 
nudged slightly ahead, but Sanders 
had position on him going into turn 
one. It was Sanders, shaking his fist 
with apparent glee, half a bike length 
ahead at the finish. 

The fourth heat saw another fast 
starter, rookie Eddie Lawson (Shell 
Racing Specialties Yam) grab the lead 
over Alex Jorgensen, factory Harley 
riders Corky Keener and Springsteen. 
Lawson, who came to San Jose tied for 
leading rookie with Don Bailey, led 
nearly wire to wire. Jorgensen got 
inside position on Lawson going into 
turn one at the midway point but 
Lawson got him back in the next turn. 
The order remained the same to the 
flag, with Lawson and Jorgy becoming 
the only non-Harley riders to make the 
field, and Springsteen the only factory 
rider who hadn't — yet. 


Junior Invitational 

The Junior Invitational started with 
all the front row starters except 
Richard DeLacy on the penalty line. 
The third row start didn’t seem to both- 
er Shell Racing Specialties’ Wayne 
Rainey, who was in second after one 
lap. On the next lap he passed Don 
Grigsby and took off, leaving the pack 
to swap around. Mike Kunsman (H-D) 
took second on the second lap, 
followed by DeLacy. Buddy Robinson 
(H-D) moved up to challenge DeLacy 
and passed him on the last lap going 
into the first turn. DeLacy got back in 
front and was assured of his position 
when Robinson slipped high in turns 
three and four. Rainey's 12-lap time of 
5:22.21 was less than a second off 
Kidd's trophy race time of 5:21.41. 


Semis 

Chuck Palmgren read the starter 
very well and was underway first. Mike 
Kidd and Frank Word (S.O.S. Electric/ 
H-D of Douglas Co. H-D) were after 
him at the end of lap one. While Kidd 
pressured Palmgren, Jim Mertens was 
after’ Word, passsing him on the third 
lap. At the halfway point, Kidd and 
Palmgren were side by side, and after 
a couple of passes and re-passes, Kidd 
made it stick. Mertens made it past 
Palmgren with less than two laps 
remaining and moved on Kidd’s rear 
wheel. Then, going into turn three, 
Mertens went high — the groove was 
wider going off the straight into turn 
three than it was going off the front 
straight into turn one — and managed 
to hold his momentum all the way 
through the corners and edge Kidd by 
less than a bike length for the single 
transfer to the National. Palmgren 
was third ahead of Frank Gillespie. 

Drag racing star Pee Wee Gleason 
pushed his Chris Armstrong Harley 
into the second semi lead with Jay 
Springsteen and Gene Romero (Ocean 
Pacific/Dan Murrell H-D) following. 
In fourth was Terry Poovey, whose 
own bike had dropped a valve before 
the race, riding Mike Kidd's back-up 
Harley. Gleason was riding a. smart 
race and all Springer could do during 
the first six laps or so was to stay with 
him. Randy Goss moved up to third 
and Romero slowly moved back, being 
passed by Poovey and Don Bailey. On 
the eighth lap, Springer made his 
move and got by Gleason going into 
turn three. Gleason, who'd already 
turned in a helluva ride, tried to 
regain the lead, but Springer wanted 
into the National to protect his point 
lead. 


Trophy race 

Mike Kidd found himself in the 
position of following his spare bike 
around the San Jose oval at the end of 
one lap. Poovey had the lead ahead of 
Kidd, Romero and Palmgren. Don 
Bailey (Concord Yamaha/ Lillie 
Racing/ND/D.1I.D. Yam), who had 








been tied with Eddie Lawson as the 
leading rookie, zapped Palmgren on 
lap two and Romero the next time 
around. Kidd worked his way around 
Poovey on lap eight, and though 
Poovey briefly got past two laps later, 
Kidd was out front at the checkered 
flag. Bailey spoiled a Texas 1-2 by 
passing Poovey in the last corner of the 
last lap. Palmgren was fourth ahead of 
Gillespie. 

National 

Scott Pearson left the rest of the field 
staring at their steel shoes as his clutch 
hit full engagement within micro- 
seconds of starter Bob Malley’s green 
light. Garth Brow, Eddie Lawson, 
Steve Eklund and Alex Jorgensen 
followed the fast-starting Pearson. 

Brow pressured Pearson for three 
laps before getting by on the fourth, 
with Eklund following a lap later. 
Behind them were Morehead, 
Springsteen, Boody, Mertens and 
Hank Scott. 

With the first two positions set until 
the 19th lap, a tussle for third evolved. 
Morehead passed Pearson and Pearson 
was very close when his front wheel hit 
Morehead’s bike. The contact nearly 
pitched Pearson off, but he saved it, 
though he went very high through the 
turn and lost a couple of places. 

With 13 laps over, Hank Scott 
started to make his move. He’d passed 
Mertens before, and he passed Boody 
to challenge Springer on lap 15. One 
lap later, Hank was in fourth and he 
started to move up on Morehead. 

Brow and Eklund were well ahead 
of the pack by this point with Eklund 
trying everything and accomplishing 
very little as far as getting around 
Brow. 

With a couple of laps remaining, 
Hank Scott was pressuring Morehead, 
only to lose two places to Springer and 
Boody when he had to go high to miss 
Morehead as Steve out-braked him 
going into a corner. 

When the white flag was shown, 
Brow still had the lead, but Eklund, 
with plenty of space over third-place 
Morehead, gambled and went by on 
the outside of turn three. “I said it was 
gonna be do or die. I got by him on the 
outside and hoped he didn’t get by me 
on the inside,” said Steve in the 
winner's circle. Eklund managed to 
hold the Harley on the outside of the 
groove and exited turn four with the 
lead. Brow, on the inside, got more 
power to the ground going out of the 
corner, but it wasn’t enough and he 
was less than half a bike length short at 
the checkered flag. Morehead held off 
Springer in a close race for third, just 
as he had done in the May San Jose 
mile. Boody, Hank Scott, Alex 
Jorgensen, Jim Mertens and Scott 
Pearson followed. 

Later, Eklund said of the last lap 
pass, “I didn’t think I was going to get 
away with it. I thought he was going to 
pass me back on the inside.” Asked by 
a reporter if it was the most important 
pass of his career, Eklund replied, “It 
was the hairiest. Yeah, I guess in terms 


of money — the $4,000 — it was one 
of the most important.” e

Two days of torrential rain turned the Red Bud 
Track ‘N’ Trail motocross course into a sea of 
water and mud. Over half the starting field for 
both American Motorcyclist Association/Mr. 


PiBB National Championship 
MX Series classes failed to finish 
amid the floods of Michigan. But 
parting the muddy sea to victory 
were two riders who had yet to plant 
knobby tracks in the winner’s circle 
this season. 

Team Suzuki's “Rhinestone Cowboy” 
Kent Howerton put a stop to Bob 
“Hurricane” Hannahs eight-race 
winning streak in the 250cc class. 
Howerton, aboard his Steve 
Bradshaw-tuned RH-250-78 Suzuki 
works bike put in a 2-1 day to win the 
class where Hannah has alredy esta- 
blished his "78 Championship title. 

In the 500cc National race, it was 
Team Yamaha's Rick “Lumberjack” 
Burgett diving to his first-ever win on 
the Bill West-prepared OW39B 
factory machine. Oregon riders have 
long been known for their mud riding 
ability, but Ricky’s been waiting three 
years to prove it on the National 
circuit. 

“I’ve won three motos before,” 
Burgett beamed, “but this overall win 
feels a lot better!” 

Burgett’s win in the Open class, with 
four different winners in as many 
races, leaves the class a wide-open 
battle for the Championship with 
Honda’s Tommy Croft maintaining a 
small 15-point lead. 

Harley-Davidson used the Buchanan 
race to unveil their 


wasn’t ridden by Don Kudalski in 
today’s race. How much of a future the 
bike, and Harley’s entire motocross 
team effort will have remains 
uncertain at this time in light of the 
factory's decision to stop marketing 
lightweight motorcycles in America. 


250cc National 


Bob Hannah’s eight-race National 
win streak came to an end in the first 
moto as chain problems derailed: his 
charge, leaving the Hurricane to push 
his way back to the pits after an 
impressive blast up from 30th place to 
third. Still, the 250cc title was already 
his. 

Up front it was “Captain Cobalt,” 
Jimmy Ellis, kicking his paddles out 
for the opening moto holeshot ahead 
of Chuck Sun, Jim Pomeroy, and 
Marty Tripes. Quickly, Jimmy twisted 
his Honda’s throttle towards a huge 
leading, building the margin up to 35 
seconds by the midway point. Nearly 
everyone else was bailing and crashing 
their brains out in chuck holes hidden 
by the lakes and ponds covering the 
track. 

On the sixth lap, Tripes lost his 
chain, a lap in rethreading it to the 
sprocket, and then his momentum 
after that. Kent Howerton found the 
momentum that Tripes lost and 
splashed his way past both Pomeroy 
and Sun towards the lead. By the last 
lap Kent had shrunk Ellis’ lead down 
to four seconds. 





The “Rhinestone Cowboy” quickly 
made amends in round two as the 
long-legged works Suzuki bound across 
the deeper ruts to take the lead. Right 
behind Howerton were Pomeroy, 
Theiss and Hannah. Three laps later, 
Hannah was leading and Ellis, 
Karsmakers and Eierstedt had passed 
Theiss. Before Hannah could dial in 
his usual lead, he found one of the 
bigger hidden holes in the backsection 
swamp, the Yamaha stopped like it 
was tied to a post, and Hannah 
smashed vital personal accessories as 
he bailed over the bars. Howerton 
retook the lead as Bob got underway in 
pain. 

For a couple of laps Hannah battled 
with Pomeroy, but then Jim dropped 
back with bike problems to leave 
Hannah with second, still a good 
distance behind Howerton’s 2-1 
winning performance. 

Honda’s Jim Ellis got pitched over 
the bars and lost vital seconds looking 
for his false teeth in the mud. Rather 
than leave them behind, Jimmy 
popped the muddy ivories back in his 
mouth and took off again to retain 
sixth place. Marty Tripes retired early 
in the race as chain problems detuned 
the Typhoon again. 


500 National 


Those huge holes hidden under 
water out on the back section of the 
course weren’t playing any favorites. 
Danny LaPorte got halfway around 
the track with the lead of the first 
Open moto before he found one with 
his Suzuki and wiped out. 

Steve Stackable found himself with 
the lead after that, but within two 
more laps it was Yamaha's Rick 
Burgett hydroplaning past Short 
Stack’s Kawasaki for the front 
position. Little Rick snatched out a 20 
second lead over Smith, Bell, 
Stackable, Croft, LaPorte, Clark, Stacy 
and Mickey Kessler in just two laps 
before the wild ride put Rickey on his 
head and back down to third place. 

Lead positions were changing as fast 
as track conditions. The muddy water 
hid all the bumpy hazards underneath 
and picking the right line was like 
racing by braille. 

By the halfway point, Burgett had 
berserked his way back up into the 
lead, passing Smith. It would be the 
last anyone would see of Ricky who 
played it cool the remaining distance 
to victory. Moving up to third in an 
equally brilliant ride was Mickey 
Kessler on his production YZ400 
Yamaha. 

The final moto of mud saw Gary 
Semics splash his way around the track 
with the lead for two laps before his 
Can-Am DNF for the second time of 
the day. Danny LaPorte took over for 
Gary, tailed by Kessler, Terry Clark on 
the. Wheelsmith Maico, Burgett, 
Staten’s Bassett Yamaha and Frank

With the help of Kawasaki, Scott USA, Amsoil, 
Preston Petty Products, Select Vans and Jerry 
Surber’s GNC crew, the first Grand National 
Championship Superbowl Amateur National 


motocross at the Los Angeles 
Coliseum went off smoothly and 
very successfully. 

One rider stood out in the 
day/night action, R&D/Suzuki’s 
Scott Burnworth, This California kid 
entered a total of 11 races throughout 
Monday, won 10 of them and took a 
fourth when he crashed while in the 
lead. Burnworth highlighted the eve- 
ning’s Grand Finales when he went 
four for four, grabbing the holeshot in 
each and taking the checkered out 
front. He now reigns as Amateur 
Stadium Race Champion in the 100cc 
class, Senior Minibike, Minibike 105cc 
Open and 125cc Intermediate class. 

The first finale of the evening was 
the 100cc action, in which Burnworth 
took the lead before the pack hit the 
first turn. Jerry Surber, Jr. and Adam 
Renteria followed, but neither could 
hold Burnworth’s pace as he went 
away with the win. 

Burnworth’s second title, and most 
difficult to achieve, came in the Senior 
Mini class. Burnworth again shot into 


corner, but Erik Kehoe matched his 
speed around the shortened course. 
The duo began pulling away from 
third place rider George Holland and 
set up a dice that carried them to the 
checkers side by side. Kehoe slid by on 
the third lap, which started a shuffle 
for the front that ended with 
Burnworth on top. 

Next up on the Burnworth benefit 
list was the Mini 105cc Open battle. 
Again Erik Kehoe rode tight on 
Burnworth’s rear fender, and again 
the checkered came out with 
Burnworth on top. Bobby Sullivan 
came in third. 

Now that everyone in the stands 
knew what Scott Burnworth looked 
like, when he sat on the line of his final 
finale, the 125cc Intermediates, it 
could easily be predicted who would 
be first into the sliding left which 
headed the group onto the Coliseum 
course. And, as usual, Burnworth was 
out front at that point. As the race 
went on and David Schlosser, Mark 
Urseth and Chris Christoph faded 
further behind, Burnworth was 
effortlessly styling away to the flag. , 





But not all the GNC racing was a 
runaway for the one who grabbed the 
holeshot. In the Open Experts, 
battling for part of the $3,000 Expert 
purse was anything but calm. David 
Williams put his Maico into the lead 
on the first lap with Bob Marino and 
Val Tamietti following. As the pack 
headed down the front straight, 
Marino moved up on Williams, then 
slid by in the tight left-hander at the 
end of the long freeway. Williams was 
far from being out of the race and 
stuck right to Marino’s Yamaha. Back 
in fifth, Mark Brooks slid out after the 
tight left and was centerpunched 
in the ribs. That ended his night 
quickly. 


Up front, Marino was having all 
kinds of trouble with Williams. This 
duo was soon joined by Tamietti in the 
closing laps, but everyone held at the 
flag. 

Shawn Smith, Chappy Blose and 
Mike Tripes led out the 125cc Experts, 
but all were soon scattered around the 
track. As Smith entered the Grand 
Tetons on the second lap, he got out of 
shape and Blose nailed him, then 
Tripes flew right into the middle of the 
tangle. This left Larry Wosick in the 
lead, but Pedro Peralos rode up to and 
then by Wosick’s Yamaha. Tripes was 
the first out of the tangle, up in sixth. 
Mike soon began picking off slower 
traffic like his brother Marty and 
moved up to third by the time the 
checkered flag was waved. Smith 
ended the finale in seventh, and Blose 
was knocked into ninth. 

The last race of the night was the 
250cc Experts. Texas terror Derek 
Wedding took the lead on the front 
straight before the first turn and never 
looked back. ‘ 

Behind was a tight battle between 
Larry Wosick and Chappy Blose. 
Blose was in second for the first lap 
until Wosick powered by. These 
positions held, but the seat of Don 
Glovers Can-Am didn’t. On the 
second-to-last lap, Glovers bun 
cushion fell off, and as Glover crested 
the Kawasaki jump where he took the 
flag, he lost it and finished on the dirt. 

When asked if he was all right, he 
replied “Yea, I’m just tired. When my 
seat fell off, I smacked myself so hard, I'll 
be sore for a week!” 

After the races, Kawasaki’s main 
men, Jimmy “The Jammer” Weinert 
and Bryon Farnsworth helped present 
trophies to all the winners, and cash to 
the Pros. When Burnworth made all 
of his appearances, Weinert and 
Farnsworth were already hinting to the 
kid that they have a factory ride avail-

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Part I: The 125cc’s

Advancements in motocross technology over 
these last few seasons have been somewhat pro- 
gressive in their development of established and 
proven ideas without any major revisions to 


what has proven competitive. 
We've seen a few new innova- 
tions, things like 23-inch front 
wheel assemblies and 17-inch 
rear wheel assemblies. But they haven't 
proven to be an advantage for all 
displacement size bikes under all track 
conditions, yet; the established 21- 
inch front/18-inch rear wheel assem- 
blies remain the standard. 

Some innovations have proven to be 
an advantage, but are too elaborate or 
complicated. These new ideas haven't 
readily established themselves. One 
reason is that a competitive motocross 
bike needs to remain light and 
reliable. The new designs include the 
Preston Petty full-floating front brake 
and, particularly for 125cc bikes, 
watercooling. 

One area where advancement 
continues at an exciting pace is in 
suspension design. Each new season 
finds us with an increase in the 
amount of suspension travel where, 
just the season before, riders were 
claiming it couldn't get any longer and 
the bikes still remain ridable. Last 
year's limit of 12 inches on some of the 


factory works bikes has already been 
exceeded and this season the factory 
Suzuki bikes are running 13.5 inches 
of rear wheel travel. And just in case 
you think it might stop there, 
diminutive Gaston Rahier was seen 
this past winter testing a Suzuki RN- 
400-78 with 15 inches of travel in the 
suspension both front and rear! 

While the Japanese manufacturers 
continue to be the dominant force in 
motocross technology, particularly in 
the 125cc class, two little American 
companies are proving we can do 
things right when we set our mind to 
it. 

Steve Simons and Moto-X Fox turn 
out the world’s best suspension 
components from their little garage 
shops in Northern California. You 
know they're good when they turn up 
on some of the world’s best factory 
bikes like the RC works Hondas. And 
it’s with suspension components like 
those from Simons and Fox, along 
with good ol’ American backyard 
engineering that we can turn our 
production bikes into machines just as 
competitive as those ridden by the 
factory stars. 


Honda RC 125-A1C-C 

Honda has designed an all-new 
125cc engine for its 1978 works bike. 
The magnesium sandcast cases house a 
six-speed tranny and capacitive 
discharge ignition. That just might be 
a chrome cylinder being fed by the 
case reed induction system. Honda 
says this is a pre-production prototype, 
but we all know how long it takes to 
transform these magical RCs into CRs, 
though the wait has always been worth 
it. 

An interesting side note is that Mr. 
Honda's son is campaigning CR 125 
production bikes in Japan and Europe. 
The highly modified stockers are even 
being sold under the guise of Mugen, 
though Honda doesn't officially 
recognize the Mugen-modified 
creations. It was a Mugen cylinder kit 
that Steve Wise used on his production 
based Honda in the 125cc Nationals 
last year. 

Steve's new works bike tips the scales 
at 188 pounds. Mechanic Cliff White 
has made a couple of changes to the 
AIC-C as Honda sent it from Japan. 
Modifications included replacing a 23- 
inch front wheel assembly that came 
on it with a 21-inch unit. Steve didn’t 
favor the Yokohama tire, the only 
brand of knobby presently available in 
23-inch size, wanting to use a Dunlop. 
Also replaced were the works Showa 
suspension components, Forks are 
Simons air/spring units which allow 
12.25 inches of travel, while at the rear 
Steve likes the dampening control of 
Ohlins gas/oil reservoir shocks with 
10.75 inches of rear wheel travel 
provided. 


Suzuki RA 125-78 


This is the rocketship of the class. 
When Mark Barnett pulls up behind a 
250cc in practice, it’s the RA which 
usually wins the race to the next 
corner. The eight-fin cylinder is the 
trademark of the magnesium case 
works engine which uses Suzuki's case 
induction Power Reed. Transmission 
is six-speed and ignition CDI. This is 
probably the last year you'll see this 
engine, since the larger RH and RI 
models have already gotten newer, 
smaller engine designs with their 
clutch actuators located on the 
opposite side of the engine from the 
clutch. 

Updates this season are mainly 
centered on the suspension where this 
tiddler class Suzuki uses Kayaba 
air/spring works forks with 11.25 
inches of travel. The bike came with 
13.5 inches of rear travel, but 
mechanic Mark Johnson installed 
shorter Kayaba gas/oil reservoir 
shocks to lower travel to 12.5 inches to 
keep it a little more in line with the 
front. There's also a new shape to the 
aluminum fuel tank, while new 
rearward positioned side number 
panels conform to the latest FIM rules. 
Weight? About 176 pounds. 


Kawasaki KX or SR 125 

The KX is supposed to be the 
limited production works bike you can 
buy at your friendly Kawasaki dealer, 
while the SR model Gaylon Mosier 
rides in the Nationals differs slightly 
with minor changes that update the 
frame. The fact that it is a little 
behind its major competition in the 
vital statistics department signifies the 
KX is closer to production than works. 

The powerplant is a magnesium- 
cased six-speed with cylinder reed 
induction. Suspension includes 10 
inches of travel at each end provided 
by Kayaba air/spring forks and gas/oil 
reservoir shocks. 

Despite the liberal use of expensive 
metals like aluminum for the 
swingarm and brake torque arm, and 
magnesium for the hubs, weight is in 
the hefty 195-200 pound range. 


Yamaha OW 36B-812 
The National Champion got an all- 





new bike this year, though first 
impressions of the OW 36 can fool the 
untrained eye. I think Yamaha's 
engineers should be credited as the 
most innovative and daring in 
motocross technology, even if the 
finished product sometimes needs a 
little more testing and refinement 
before it can get down to winning. 

The magnesium engine is smaller 
and lighter this year, though provision 
still remains on the right side for 
installation of a mechanically driven 
waterpump (off the crankshaft) for a 
bolt-on watercooling system. 
Yamaha's Torque Induction style 
cylinder reed valve feeds a chrome- 
plated cylinder bore in the aluminum 
cylinder. 

Gone is the monocoque backbone 
frame which Yamaha innovated for 
motocross. While it provided 
exceptional strength for its weight, the 
fact that it enclosed the monoshock 
from cooling air began to create quite 
a problem with shock fade from 
overheating as rear suspension travel 
got longer. Externally mounted 
reservoirs were tried to improve 
cooling, including the unique idea of 
using the front downtube as a reservoir 
for the DeCarbon type shock. The 
frame is now a more conventional all- 
tube design to allow more air to reach 
the monoshock which still uses an 
external gas/oil reservoir. 

Actual suspension components 
include works Kayaba air/spring front 
forks with 10.6 inches travel, and a 
Yamaha DeCarbon monoshock 
providing 10.5 inches travel out back. 
Complete bike weight is right on the 
FIM limit at 176 pounds. 


LOP Suzuki RM 125C 


Marty Moates’ bike is just one 
example of the numerous accessory 
parts available to improve the 
performance of a production bike, 
particularly Suzuki's popular RM 125. 
Laurens Offner, owner of LOP, did 
most of the work on the bike including 
a ported cylinder, reworking the stock 
exhaust pipe and the installation of an 
LOP radial head. The carburetor is a 
36mm Mikuni. 

Suspension includes Simons 12.25- 
inch travel air/spring forks at the 
front. Rear suspension uses a trick new 
LOP bent aluminum swingarm 
working in conjunction with 17.5-inch 
Fox AirShox to give a trigonometry 
factor of 12 inches travel. The strange- 
looking swingarm allows the increased 
rear wheel travel without raising the 
ride height of the bike. Despite all the 
trick suspension bike weight is kept at 
a low 190 pounds. 


Moto-X Fox Yamaha YZ 125E 


Moto-X Fox already has established 
themselves as the top non-factory team 
on the American motocross scene. 
Last year they fielded three of the top 
10 bike/rider combinations in the 
125cc National Championships. Most 
of their work has been centered on 
improving the RM 125 Suzuki, but 
this year they take another major step 
forward with the introduction of their 
AirShox for monoshock Yamahas. 

Similar in principal to their regular 
AirShox, but of course much larger, 
the Yamaha AirShox retains the dual 
air adjustability feature of the regular 
AirShox and uses both the DeCarbon 
and gas Girling principals of 
operation. Developed by Bob Fóx and 
tested by Pat Richter and Donnie 
Cantaloupi, a Moto-X Fox Yamaha 
with AirShox is now being raced on 
the National circuit by ex-Yamaha 
factory rider Danny Turner. Rear 
wheel travel is increased about one 
inch over a stock Yamaha and 
operation is much smoother. 

Other modifications to the bike 
include Simons forks and a Moto-X 
Fox ported cylinder kit with exhaust 
pipe, all available from Moto-X Fox.

Mamola breezes to | 
AFM Golden Gate 
RR victories

SONOMA, CA, JULY 1-2 


The American Federation of Motorcyclists’ 
Third Annual Golden Gate Challenge was 
blitzed by Randy Mamola, who crowned a 
perfect weekend of racing by sweeping to an 


easy victory. Mamola, the Santa 
Clara, CA resident, had little 
trouble in disposing of his 
competitors. They represented 
the fastest 20 individuals based on lap 
times from the previous day's heat 
races. A wide range of bikes, from 
Production to GP to AMA-style 
superbikes, were included in that top 
20. Randy achieved his win in his 


usual fashion at Sears Point: lead off 
at the flag, widen the lead, and win by 
a comfortable margin. Mamola 
(1TZ750) gave credit to his sponsor Jim 
Doyle, tuner George Vukmanovich, 
PJl Lubricants, Bates Leathers, Bell 
Helmets, Kal-Gard, and Yamaha “for 
building a nice bike.” Alan Barbic 
(TZ750), whose Yamaha of San Jose 
waterpumper is tuned by Steve 





Hoskins, finished second. Gil Martin 
(TZ750), a self-sponsored newcomer 
from San Diego, placed a respectable 
third. 


Saturday 

Saturday's activities were limited, 
although two finals in the afternoon 
yielded some good racing. The 125cc 
GP class is turning into a season-long 
war. After points leader Fred Winters 
crashed in turn two, Fred Merkel 
(Hon) brought his Penero Honda 
mount across the line first. Jeff 
Leggitt’s Honda MT125R was second, 
and Greg Goodman, on a South City 
Honda MT125R, was third. Merkel’s 
win, combined with Winters’ crash 
and Bill Mullins’ fifth place, tightened 
the current points standings 
considerably. Less thana dozen points 
seperate the top four. 

Richard Oliver (650 Kaw) took the 
Box Stock win in a race that saw Pat 
Eagan (Honda Hawk) engaged in a 
spirited dice with Francis Mazur (750 
Hon) for second place. Eagan, on a 
South Coast Honda entry, finally 
yielded to the bigger bike at the 
checkered. Dennis Dolan (650 Kaw), 
after running in second place until lap 
eight, ran off into the dirt in the 
Carousel and wound up fourth. Sal 
Avelar and his J.A.M. Suzuki GS1000 
settled for fifth in a class where 
displacement is no guarantee for top 
results. 


Sunday 

The controversy surrounding Billy 
“The Bullet” Addington continued 
when, during the morning tech 
inspection, he was DQ’ed for allegedly 
being less than sportsmanlike. He was 
later reinstated after a petition was 
circulated among the riders that 
defended his position, not to mention 
the ensuing uproar from the 
Addington camp. Addington had 
previously been placed on a year's 
probation for rough riding at the end 
of last year’s AFM season. Billy (Kaw 
1000) later went racing, and promptly 
took the Open Superstreet lead, with 
Kerry Bryant (Yoshimura Z-1) hot on 
his tail. Four riders contested third 
place, and the proverbial blanket 
covered them all. Dennis Smith, on a 
840cc Del Amo Suzuki, finally pulled 
it out. 

Favorite Nick Theroux (SR500 
Yam) crashed on the second turn of 
the 600cc Superstreet race, and Rob 
Renear (RD 350) led Greg Sachs (550 
Hon) for five laps. Sachs, on a 
Vanguard Engineering bike, then took 
the lead on lap six and was never 
passed. Renear, whose throttle arm 
ran out of gas, maintained second 
place, but faded to fifth on the last 
lap. Gennady Liubimsky (375 Yam) 
brought his Hunt Racing mount in for 
the usual win in 410cc Production, 
and Gipe/Essoff made it two in a row 
at Sears in Sidehack competition. 

Randy Mamola scored two of his 
three: victories in the 250cc and 750cc 
GP finals. Gennady Liubimsky 
provided the Jim Doyle-sponsored 
rider with some excitement in the early 
going. However, Mamola’s experience 
with the track, in addition to George 
Vukmanovich’s careful tuning; proved 
to be the vital difference. Randy led 
the 750cc GP at the start, with Paul 
Ritter (903 Duc) and Alan Barbic 
(TZ750) in close pursuit. Barbic 
passed Ritter on lap three, and the 
Aero/Union-Euromart rider retired 
two laps later with a broken engine. 

Mamola, in winning the three 
largest purses of the day, made off 
with a considerable amount of cash 
from the AFM. He also received many 
contingency prizes, as did the top 
finishers in every other class. Smaller 
purses were awarded to all classes in 
what is becoming an increasingly 
popular annual event.

Schreiber 
romps

Anticipation was high at Pine 
Top Motorcycle Park as many 
New Englanders awaited their 
first look at super-rider Bernie 
Schreiber. With three World 
Championship wins to his 
credit, everyone was waiting to 
see just what he was all about. 


And Bernie delivered as he won the fif- 
th round of the National Champion- 


ship Observed Trials Series by taking 
less than half as many marks as run- 
ner-up Marland Whaley. Whaley also 
drew attention as his recent switch to 
Montesa was of great interest to the 
many Montesa riders in the crowd. 

The course consisted of an 8 % mile 
loop and 17 sections. Much of the trail 
was open riding - like 5th or 6th gear, 
so many of the riders were really 
truckin’ from section to section. The 
sections offered a wide variety of 
challenges, from deep, gooey mud to 
lots of rocks to a nifty uphill or two 
and any and all combinations of the 
above. Some were taken from the sec- 
tions used at the 1975 International. 
Its amazing how those International 
sections looked so awesome in 1975 
and how much more rideable they ap- 
peared this year - three years of rider 
improvement can make a big differen- 
ce! 

Section # 3, one of Rhode Island's 
famous rocky brooks, served to dispel a 
rumor about Californians and rocks. 
Its been said that Californians. 
especially southern Californians. don't 


know much about riding rocks. Well, 
Lane Leavitt chalked up a beautiful 
clean in section #.s, while the native 
Rhode Islanders and other New 
Englanders worked for their 3's. 

One of the most intimidating sec- 
tions of the day was # 8. Starting in 
through a series of mudholes and small 
islands of slippery tree roots, it sud- 
denly presented the rider with a ver- 
tical climb up a sheer rock ledge that 
was from 6° to 8", in height. Actually 
there was a lot of traction going up, 
but the psychological effect of the mud 
before the ledge took its toll. Then, 
once you crested the ledge, you had 
about two bike lengths to get set for 
the second ledge. It was equally as 
high, but not quite as vertical as the 
first. 

Finally, if you got that far, there was 
a sneaky little off-camber step which 
grabbed many a point just before the 
exit. 

Debbie Evans pulled a super two in 
#°8 and received deserved applause 
from other riders and spectators. 

Mike Brown of Ohio fared not se 


well in # 8. He grabbed too much 
throttle, wheelied over the top of the 
first ledge and did a 180° at the top, 
ending up heading back down where 
he just came from. It was interesting, 
but still a five, Mike! 

Curt Comer and Morgan 
Kavanaugh showed two distinctive 
styles in # 4, both ending up with 
cleans. Morgan was the only rider to 
clean it both loops and he used a line 
quite different from everyone else. 

Curt, meanwhile is just a steadily 
improving rider who is already very, 
very good. He and Jack Stites must 
have some interesting battles in Ten- 
nessee. 

Bernie Schreiber looked impressive 
everywhere, as his score indicates. In 
section # 11, which was one of the In- 
ternational sections that gave the 
Europeans a lot of trouble, he looked 
at it briefly and then rode it like it was 
paved for one of only three or four 
cleans there all day. 

Meanwhile, Marland Whaley had 
traded the Montesa he rode in the U.S. 
round of the World Championship 


Series for Ulf Karlsson’s 350cc Mon- 
tesa. He says he’s still getting used to 
the difference in power of the Montesa 
(after all he’s only ridden it in two 
events so far) but that he really likes 
the bike a lot. Judging from his second 
place finish, his adjustment period is 
coming along quite well. 

Just about finished for the day, 
Georgia's Jimmy Garmon started into 
# 16, a nifty hillclimb with a sharp 
turn at the bottom. Instead of making 
it to the top, he pulled a spectacular 
crash, almost wiping out himself, his 
bike and the checker. Fortunately no 
one was hurt, but it took some fixing 
and coaxing to get the bike going 
again. 

Holding up the colors of the local 
riders was Bruce Adler who finished 
ninth in the Championship class. By 
the way, for those of you who attended 
the event and thought you were 
hallucinating, there were three Adlers 
riding - Bruce, Mike and Ken. e

By the time he collected his 
card to begin his second lap he was 
already almost 13 minutes into his 
grace period. 

Everyone was pulling for the young 
Californian to finish on time, but his 
time - 5:05 - came and he wasn't in.

One minute later he came smoking 
down the trail, but it was- too late, he 
was one minute over his hour and 
therefore disqualified. 

A protest was lodged against the 
time watch by a very disappointed 
Schreiber and the protest committee 
checked the watch, found it accurate 
and most reluctantly denied the 
protest. 

Everyone was impressed with the 
manner in which Bernie conducted 
himself. He was most courteous and 
did not get in any way obnoxious or 
unruly in a trying situation. He 
showed everyone some real class. 

Like the previous day's event, there 
were 17 sections offered, but this time 
the loop was approximately 18 miles 
long. 

Starting off, the riders were treated 
to a nice rocky brook with a couple of 
twists and a sharp right hand out.

# 10 started up a sharp rocky brook, 
over an off-camber log and then up 
the brook which proceeded to rise 
uphill for about 200 feet. At a small 
level area, section 10 ended and sec- 
tion 11 began.

Those who were unlucky in 10 hada 
chance to stop and pull themselves 
together before tackling 11, but those 
who made it through 10 had to keep 
on plonkin’. Eleven became serious about 
halfway through. It continued up the 
brook started in 10, which was almost 
dry, and climbed more steeply.

CORONA, CA, JUNE 16 
Summer came to Corona Race- 
way Friday night and spectators 
took advantage of the cool night 
to. watch’ some hot motocross 
action. 


Marty Miller started the night off 
with a bang as he looped his Cross-Up/ 
Spectro Suzuki coming off the line. 
With the assistance of one of the 


R.A.C.E. officials, he was soon 
unpinned and on his way but precious 
time had been lost. 

Robert Gray, riding for Dusty’s

Getting around Rose was 
another matter as recent weeks have 
shown him to be one of Corona’s 
finest. | Nevertheless, Myerscough 
found a hole and second was his. 
Meanwhile, Miller had been playing 
catch up and when Myerscough moved 
to second Rose found himself in an 
M&M sandwich as Miller was a solid 
fourth. Gray held the lead until the 
last lap when Myerscough came 
charging by to snap the victory away.

The second moto was all Miller's as 
he charged to the head of the pack 
with Myerscough in hot pursuit.

WATSONVILLE, CA, JUNE 4 
Charlie Halcomb put it all 
together and rode to a win in both

Halcomb, riding a 125cc Husky, 
took the early lead in the first 125cc 
Expert moto and edged away to a 
secure first place finish.

In 
the second go around Handelin got the 
holeshot and led for the first half lap. 
Headley got by in the back section and 
continued to hold off the hard- 
charging Handelin for three laps, but 
Handelin got his chance when Headley 
went wide in a turn and slipped into 
the lead. 

The two charged into the back 
section like they were tied together and 
it was still Handelin with the lead 
when they came into sight again.

Dale “Banzai” Bohm (Yam) leapt 
into the spotlight as the combination 
of 250cc and Open Pros crashed the 
gate in the first moto. The track was 
lightly watered at that time and the ole 
knobbies churned and grabbed the 
turf. Eldon Copier (Hon) caught a 
piece of the action as he pulled 
alongside Bohm, but Dale squashed 
the approach with a bump-off tactic 
-and a quick burst. Randy Sargent 
(Yam) jocked with “Dangerous Dan” 
Lechtenberg (Yam) in a hot duel, 
while Bohm gassed his machine and 
headed for home. 


An interesting slime factor emerged 
asthe second moto got underway 
and Bohm wound up with a hefty 
taste of it. A holeshot seemed like 
a good idea at the time, but crashin’ 
corner put the skids on ‘Bohm’s 
intentions. Copier controlled his 
sliding mount and gained the lead and 
coated “Mighty Mike™ O'Driscoll 
(Yam) with a layer of mud. Mike 
studied the situation and chose the 
best looking line on the swampy track, 
but succumbed to a slide-out that 
demolished a row of flags and his 
chances for the lead. 

Bohm went berzerk in the last moto 
and snatched the lead, then dumped it 
again.

The Geritol set got together for a 
two-day, six moto, marathon, for Old 
Timers and Over The Hill Gang 
members from all over the western 
United States. There was also a special 
two-moto race on Saturday for sons 
and daughters of club members. Two 
hundred and sixty-three entrants were 
treated to perfect weather conditions 
and a super track. The Sierra Chapter 
of the OTMX led by Dick Mann, 
arrived in force and easily won the 
team trophy. 

The Master class was dominated by 
“The Mann.” Dick won five out of six 
motos and only a getoff in moto 





number five kept him from making a 
clean sweep. Even at that he picked it 
up, midway through the race, and was 
in third when the checkered flag fell. 
That is not to imply that he ran away 
from the rest of the riders in every 
moto. At various times he was pressed 
hard by John Maroney, Joe McKenzie 
and Marvin Olson. However, the only 
one that consistently seemed to have a 
chance of catching the old Pro was 
Larry Johnson. Larry had a lock on 
second overall going into the last 
moto, but things turned sour. While 
running a close second, he fouled a 
plug, DNF and dropped way back to 
seventh overall. The smoothest ride 
was turned in by 62-year-old Dave 
McCoy, who had two fourths, one fifth 
and three sixth place finishes for a well 
deserved sixth overall. 

The Old Timer Expert class was 
proof that in a six-moto contest, 
consistency is just as important as 
speed. Sierra's Gene Higgenbotham 
looked very good in the last four motos, 
taking three seconds and finishing the 
day with a win. However, a 9-6 placing 
in the first and second ‘moto set him 
back to third overall. Washington's 
Ben Sessions appeared to have the best 
chance of victory, but a fourth in each 
day's opening moto and a third in the 
finale outweighed his three wins and 
left him in second place, by one point. 
Los Angeles’ Gary Cole won the first 
moto each day, never finished worse 
than third and edged out Ben for 
second in the last moto to take home 
the gold. 

The OT Amateurs were divided 
into two divisions. In Division One it 
was Don Jensen and Bill Haymart 
battling to a 12-point tie. Jensen took 
first overall by virtue of a win in the ' 
all-important sixth moto. Chuck 
Woody gets the “guts” award, by 
riding both days with a very painful 
foot injury and still finishing third 
overall, 

In Division Two, it looked as if Bill 
Lyons was going to run away with it. 
He had only seven points after four 
motos, but a 10th and fourth in the 
last two motos dropped him to second 
overall. That was all that Sierra’s 
“Eugene” needed. He stormed to,the 
front in the last two motos to take 
home the big trophy. Washington's 
Peter Jauflass rode smooth and 
consistent for third overall. 

The first four places in the OT 
Novice class were all within three 
points of each other. Each of them had 
one bad moto, which kept the others 
in contention. Lowell Smith had three 
wins, a second and a third, but a hard 
crash gave him a DNF in the third 
moto and a fourth overall. Dan Casson 
wound up third overall, while Jessie 
Dean and Joe Bray tied in total points. 
Bray took the top spot by finishing 
ahead of Dean in the last moto.

Coats tried to squeeze by Pressgrove 
and the cement wall on the front 
straightaway, but his front tire and 
Pressgrove's rear tire got together with 
Coats highsiding at the starting line.

This twilight hare scrambles was 
held by the Trailwinders M/C with an 
A class for money and a B division for 
trophies.

A riders left the starting line in one 
wave and a few minutes later the Bs 
roared off. Stewart Nowlin fell hard on 
the steep downhill and got his foot 
caught in the spokes, pinning his leg 
against the exhaust pipe. He got up 
and finished fourth in the Open Junior 
and was rushed to the hospital after 
the race with third degree burns and 
torn ligaments.

Austin Kaw team 
takes CRRC 
Endurance RR

The Central Road Racing Club ` 


Four-Hour Endurance road race 
at Texas World Speedway proved 
to be very much an endurance 
race, but considering that the top 
three teams finished the marathon on 
the same lap made the event seem 
more like a sprint. 

Reward for the overall winner was 
the coveted Deviate Cup, so named to 
honor the Deviate Endurance Team 
that won last year's six-hour TWS 
endurance race, upsetting expected 
winners Freddie Spencer, Paul 
Stephenson and Bubba Byars, who 
rode a 900cc Ducati Desmo. To 
defend their titile as CRRC’s Best 
Endurance Team, Deviate members 
John Miick and Vernon Davis enlisted 
Paul “Hogman” Stephenson to help 
ride their 750cc Honda in an attempt 
to assure the victory. 

After the usual banzai Le Mans 
start, the 30 teams took off around the 
three-mile TWS roadrace course. 
About an hour into the race, the entire 
composure of the event changed as 
heavy thunderstorms moved over the 
track and would not leave for two 
hours. Water washed down the 
banking in sheets and several sections 
of the infield were under water. The 
teams adjusted to the conditions as 
best as possible, though several 
decided not to run at all. Others 
slowed their pace dramatically (at 
times visiblitlity on the banking 
was no farther than the rider's 
faceshield), but those in the hunt for 
the overall victory slowed only slightly. 
With an hour to go in the race, the 
teams running had a relatively dry 
track surface on which to spring the 
final laps to the checkered flag. 

Four teams had a shot at the overall 
win, three of them finished on the 
same lap for a dramtic conclusion. 
The winners of the race and now 
possessors of the Deviate Cup were 
Stephan Tippet, Mark Campise and 
Andy Robbins. 

Riding for Austin Kawasaki on a 
KZ650, the winning team actually 


stopped and discussed whether or not 
to continue when the rain storm was at 
its worst. Realizing that their main 
competitors were not stopping, the 
Kawasaki riders committed themselves 
to the effort and began to lap at unreal 
speeds considering the race conditions. 
The rain would prove a blessing to the 
winners as the cooler track saved their 
rear tire that would not have finished 
the four hours. Anchored by the 
steady perfomance of team leader 
Tippet, and thrust to the lead through 
the efforts of Campise and Robbins, 
the winning Kawasaki ran flawlessly to 
the flag. 

The Team Deviate Honda, with 
Stephenson aboard through the first 
hour, managed to put a lap on the 
field that was secure until the third 
hour. At that point the leading Honda 
went off course in the rainstorm, and 
not returning at that same point, was 
penalized one lap. The brilliant 
riding by the team members, 
organized pit work, and a fast and 
dependable bike were not enough to 
make up the penalty as the Deviate 
team crossed the finish line on the 
same lap but behind two other teams. 

Taking second overall was the entry 
of Charles MacDonald and Dr. 
Thomas Marquardt, who raced a very 
businesslike 400cc Honda. The 
Honda, specially prepared for 
endurance racing, had the speed and 
the capapble riders aboard to make it 
a threat. Totally professional in their 
approach, the Colorado team ran like 
a freighttrain rain or dry, their only 
drama was late in the race when the 
pipe muffler broke loose. Despite this 
handicap, the team turned up the 
wick the final hour when the track was 
dry in an effort that would net them 
second. 

Though not finishing the race, the 
Mike Walker Enterprised Kawasaki Z- 
1 R was moving up to challenge the 
leaders and would have been a definite 
threat for the win. Riders Benny 
Delmonico and Hugh Humble, both 
experienced Z-1pilots, had moved the 
bike among the leaders when Humble 
took over at the halfway point to make 
a drive for the lead. That Humble 
could handle a Kawasaki in the rain 
was beyond doubt. Few will forget 
Humble’s win at the WERRA 
National finals at TWS December, 
1976, when in a freezing drizzle he 
blitzed all competition including 
David Emde and Paul Stephenson, to 
win Open GP. Really flying thru the 
infield, Humble caught and passed the 
winning 650 Kawasaki and then the 
leading Deviate Honda to put 
themselves on the same lap. as the 
leaders. But it all ended when Humble 
attempted to lap a slower rider and 
went off course, crashing in the mud. 
One can only imagine what would 
have happended in the final laps if 
four bikes were still in the race for the 
sprint to the checkered flag. 

Despite the rain, the four-hour 
enduro was a success, especially for the 
Austin Kawasaki team that now 
become the kings of CRRC endurance 
racing, at least until July 15 when a 
six-hour marathon at TWS allows 
everyone else another chance at the 
TWS track and the Deviate Cup. e

Mickey, 
partially supported by J&R Cycles of 
Farmington, New Jersey; and Yamaha 
International, passed Danny for the 
lead and began pulling it out. If he 
won the moto it would be good for the 
overall win, making him the first 
privateer to win an Open National. 
For nearly the entire race Mickey held 
his lead over Danny, then Mickey 
spilled it... 

“I fell, and LaPorte got by me. I got 
back up and passed him back and then 
fell again,” said Mickey. “It’s about 
time I’ve done this well after five years 
of trying.” 

Kessler followed LaPorte across the 
line by a scant five feet. By keeping 
Kessler from winning the moto, the 
day’s overall victory went to Yamaha's 
Rick Burgett with his 1-3 moto 
placings. 

“I wanted to do better the second 
moto,” claimed Rickey, “but I crashed 
twice in the same place I fell the first 
moto,” 

And mechanic Bill West’s secret for 
preparing a winning bike for the mud: 
“I got the bike really high so the back 
tire won’t spin as easy. Also, tape up 
the airbox as much as possible to keep 
out water, allowing it to get just 
enough air to still run cleanly.” e
